Snowden under criminal 
investigation: FBI 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has launched a 
criminal investigation and is 
taking "all necessary steps" to 
prosecute Edward Snowden 
for exposing secret US sur¬ 
veillance programs, the FBI 
director said Thursday. 

Robert Mueller, defended 
the Internet and phone sweeps 
as vital tools that could have 
prevented the attacks of Sep¬ 
tember 11, 2001. 

“These disclosures have 
caused significant harm to our 
nation and tD our safety," 
Mueller told lawmakers at a 
hearing of the House Judiciary 
Committee. 

“As to the individual who 
has admitted to making these 
disclosures, he is the subject 
of an ongoing criminal inves¬ 
tigation." he said. “We are tak¬ 
ing all necessary steps to hold 
the person responsible for 
these disclosures." 

The FBI chiefs comments 
were the first explicit confir¬ 
mation that the US govern¬ 
ment was pursuing Snowden, 
the 29-year-old American IT 
sp eci all st who has a dmitte d to 
leaking inform all on about far- 
reaching surveillance pro¬ 
grams. 

Snowden, who worked as a 


subcontractor handling com¬ 
puter networks for the Na¬ 
tional Security Agency 
(NSA), is in Hong Kong, a 
semi-autonomous Chinese ter¬ 
ritory, where he has vow r ed to 
contest any possible extradi¬ 
tion in court 

In addition to disclosing 
the NSA's acquisition of 
phone logs and data from nine 
Internet giants -- including 
Google, Microsoft and Face- 
book -- Snowden also de¬ 
scribed secret global hacking 
operations, some targeting 
China. 

Snowden told the South 
China Morning Post there had 
been more than 61,000 NSA 
hacking operations globally, 
targeting powerful "network 
backbones" that can yield ac¬ 
cess to hundreds of thousands 
of individual computers 

There were hundreds of 
targets m mainland China and 
Hong Kong, he was quoted as 
saying by the Hong Kong 
daily. 

Snowden said his revela¬ 
tions had exposed "the 
hypocrisy of the US govern¬ 
ment when it claims that it 
does not target civilian infra¬ 
structure "

varies from white, to different 
tones of gray and beige to cre¬ 
ate a modem less stereotyped 
meaning for the color of the 
marriage dress. The jewelry 
used nowadays is character- 
iz ed by hi g pi e ces o f di amond 


look a-like gemstones with a 
fashionable touch to compli¬ 
ment the overall effect of the 
marriage dress. 

Indian marriage dress 
(Red): The Wedding 5an is 
the traditional marriage dress 
for Indian women and the 
color is usually red The red 
color represents good luck 
and auspiciausness. Tire fab¬ 
ric is traditionally silk and de¬ 
tailed with gold embroidery 
Gold is mostly used to convey 
tli e pro sp ero us p o siti on o f the 
bride and the family, as w T ell 
as wishing prosperity far the 
uniting families. Jewelry is a 
must to compliment and com- 
pi ete the p erfect bn d al 1 □ ok in 
Indian culture. Among the 
jewelry used is the Shringaar 
Patti, a kind of tiara, usually 
m gold, which adorns the 
forehead of the bride. It is 
placed along her hairline and 
has a circular plaque in the 
middle, which hangs below 
the hairline (on tire forehead). 

Modem Indian inspired 


marriage dress (Pink/'one 
shoulder): The wedding Sari 
has evolved m colors, fabncs 
and details, creating a mare 
simple and minimalist look 
for the bnde-to-be. The color 
red has evolved to different 
tones of pink, beige and ma¬ 
roon. The detailed gold em¬ 
broidery can now be seen as 
detailed golden laces aid rib¬ 
bons to the simple reflection 
of light on the silk fabric. The 
jewelry used to compliment 
and complete the look of the 
bnde-to-be is the simpler ver¬ 
sion of the Shringaar Patti, the 
Maang Tikka.

Three dead, 155 injured in Argentina train crash 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - At 
least three people died and 
155 were injured on Thurs¬ 
day when a commuter train

US says Syrian regime 
used chemical weapons 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The United States working 
with European allies has con¬ 
cluded that the Syrian regime 
has used chemical weapons 
against the rebels, killing up to 
150 people, a top US official 
said Thursday 

The declaratian means that 
Syria has crossed what Presi¬ 
dent Bar ack Obama has called 
a "red line," prompting Ins ad¬ 
ministration to announce an 
increase in “non-lethal" sup¬ 
port to those opposing the 
Damascus regime of Bashar 
al-Assad. 

"Our intelligence commu¬ 
nity assesses that the Assad 
regime has used chemical 
weapons, including the nerve 


agent sarin, on a small scale 
against the opposition multi¬ 
ple times in the last year," 
deputy national security ad¬ 
viser Ben Rhodes said in a 
White House statement 

Tire intelligence commu¬ 
nity estimates that 100 to 150 
people have died from de¬ 
tected chemical weapons at¬ 
tacks in Syria to date," he said. 

'Tire president has been 
clear that the use of chemical 
weapons -- or the transfer of 
chemical weapons to terrorist 
groups - is a red line for the 
United States," Rhodes noted 

‘The president has said that 
the use of chemical weapons 
would change his calculus, 
and it has." 


Explosion at US chemical plant kills 
one injures 73 

CHICAGO (AFP) - An explosion at a chemical factory killed at 
least one person, injured 73 others and sent orange flames and 
plumes of black smoke billowing into the air in the US state of 
Louisiana on Thursday.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Arag¬ 
ing wildfire in Colorado has 
burned down 3 6 D homes, making 
it die mo st destructive ever in tlie 
western US state, while 38,ODD 
people have been evacuated, of¬

The Black Forest Fire - the 
worst of several blazes ravaging 
tiie state - has forced the evacu¬ 
ation of 13,000 homes over 
94,000 acres of land, according 
to El Paso County Sheriff Terry 
Maketa. 

High temperatures, dry condi¬ 
tions and strong winds have 
fanned the flames. "Wind is our 
number one threat It has been 
tiie game changer," Maketa said 
in a Twitter update on the blaze, 
which started an Tuesday near 
Colorado Springs 

Federal authorities are help¬ 
ing state and local firefighters 
with resources including two C- 
130 aircraft, the Department of 
Defense announced 

The blaze is more destructive 
than the last year's WaldD 
Canyon fire west of Colorado 
Springs, winch burned 347 
homes to tire ground, No injuries 
have been reported, and one per¬

Among other major fires in 
tiie state, the Royal Gorge fire 
southwest of Colorado Springs

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Human DNA not patentable: 
US Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Nat¬ 
urally occurring human gene 
sequences cannot be patented 
but artificially copied and 
replicated DNA can be, the US 
Supreme Court ruled unani¬ 
mously on Thursday. 

“A naturally o ccuning DNA 
segment is a pro duct of nature 
and not patent eligible merely 
beeause it has b een isolated but 
eDNA is patent eligible be¬ 
cause it is not naturally occur¬ 
ring," the court ruled 

The nine justices issued the 
ruling after reviewing a 2012 
appeals court decision that al¬ 
lowed biotechnology company 
Myriad Genetics Inc to patent 
two genes it found had links to 
breast and ovarian cancer, 
BRCA1 and BRCA2 

US actress Angelina Jolie re¬ 
cently underwent a double mas¬ 
tectomy as a preventative 
measure after discovering she 
had a mutation in one such gene 
and was thus at greater risk of 
developing breast cancer. 

A coalition of associations 
representing some 150,00□ re¬ 
searcher^ doctors and patients, 
asked the nation's top court to 
overturn the decision, as it 
stopped them from doing fur¬ 
ther work and research with the 
patented genes 


The ruling represents a vic¬ 
tory for the scientific commu¬ 
nity. 

Myriad offers testing far the 
two genes, whose discovery m 
the 199Ds were the product of 
research that typically requires 
years of effort and large invest¬ 
ments. 

Myriad "found an important 
and useful gene, but ground¬ 
breaking, innovative or even 
brilliant discovery does not by 
itself satisfy" the Patent Act, 
the decision said. 

But the ruling was also seen 
as a partial victory for Myriad, 
wimse shares jumped on the 
news, as it was able to retain 
patents on other gene patterns 
that fall under the cDNA defi¬ 
nition 

"Hie Supreme Court has 
ruled, vacating some patent, 
claims and upholding others," 
Myn ad p o ste d oil its F aceb oak 
page. 

"But we've always said the 
debate was about more than 
patent claims. It was about 
human health and innovation 
to make sure that cancer tests 
are accessible and affordable to 
women who need them 

Researchers have previously 
been unable to develop com¬ 
peting tests that may poten¬ 


tially be more effective than 
Myriad's to determine if a 
women is a carrier of the mu¬ 
tations that predispose her to 
breast or ovarian cancer. 

Lisbeth Ceriam, a breast 
cancer survivor and plaintiff in 
the case, was faced with having 
to pay more than $4,0DO for 
Myriad's testing after Myriad 
refused to enter into a contract 
with her insurance company. 

She waited IS months before 
she was able to obtain the test 
through a grant, at which point 
she learned she did indeed 
carry a mutation. 

Tin relieved that no other 
women will have to gD through 
what I went through" said Ce¬ 
rt am "I'm so glad that the 
Supreme Court agrees that 
women deserve full access to 
vital information from their 
own bodies." 

Nearly 20 percent of identi¬ 
fied human genes are currently 
under patent, some of which 
are associated with Alzheimer's 
disease or other cancers. 

These patents are sometimes 
owned by private companies 
but also by universities and re¬ 
search institutes concerned 
with keeping them in the pub¬ 
lic domain tD prevent compa¬

Croatian jailed for mercy killing of 
daughter in coma 


ZAGREB (AFP) - A Croatian 
father on Thursday was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in jail for 
killing bis 23-year-old daugh¬ 
ter in a coma for three years, 
because he said he could not 
watch her suffer anymore 
Jo so Gregunc, 57, was 
found guilty of lolling Ins 
daughter Marijana last Octo¬ 
ber by injecting her with di¬ 
luted painkiller pills and 
cutting her wrists, a court 
spokeswoman in the central 


town of Sisak told AFP. 

"Marijana has died a vio¬ 
lent death and our judiciary 
does not have a provision of 
mercy killing," judge Mehta 
Avedic told local media. 

Croatia does not have a 
special law on euthanasia, but. 
the penal code states a punish¬ 
ment of up to three years m 
prison for a person "who kills 
another at one's own request 
due to compassion over a seri¬ 
ous health condition" 


Avedic said that the court 
"took into account mitigating 
circumstances" 

During the trial Gregunc 
said he did not remember the 
days before and after the act. 
He tried to commit suicide im¬ 
mediately after killing his 
daughter. 

Local media reported that 
after his arrest, Gregunc told 
police he had been preparing 
the killing for months as he 
could no longer watch his 
daughter suffer.

percent of parents keep tab s on 
then kids' Facebook accounts 


Some 4d percent had pass¬ 
words 

Yet 3Q percent said they 
allow their children to manage 
their own social media activi¬ 
ties, with some saying it was 
because they trust their chil¬ 
dren, or because monitoring 
would indicate a lack of trust 

Nine percent of those who 
allow children to roam free on 
Facebook said they did not 
know how to use the social 
network, and seven percent 


said they lacked time 
“It's eveiy parent's dilemma 
to know when to trust their 
children," said Jeffrey Cole, 
director of the center. 

"in the last five years, we 
have seen many new issues 
about parenting and technol¬ 
ogy evolve that previous gen¬ 
erations never encountered. 

"How parents CDpe with 
their children using social 
media like Facebook repre¬ 
sents only one aspect of these 


issues 

The survey also asked adults 
at what age the children in 
their households should have a 
mobile phone or Facebook ac¬

US bank deal hits 
stumbling block 
in Switzerland 


GENEVA (AFP) - A secretive 
deal between Bern and Wash¬ 
ington to settle a legal battle 
over Swiss banks' alleged 
complicity in tax evasion suf¬ 
fered a setback late Thursday 
when a Swiss parliamentary 
committee voted against it. 

Sixteen members of the 
lower house of parliament's 
economic affairs committee 
voted against the so-called 
"Lex USA", with just nine 
votes in Favour, committee 
president Chnstophe Darbel- 
lay told reporters, according 
to the ATS news agency. 

The committee's position 
does not oblige the lower 
house of parliament, or the 
National Council, to follow 
suit when it votes on the mat¬ 
ter on Tuesday 

But it does indicate there 
could be rougher waters 
ahead far the controversial 
deal than expected when it 
was voted through the upper 
house of parliament an 
Wednesday. 

Hie National Council al¬ 
ready showed its defiance to 
Washington's take-it-or- 
leave-rt deal when it voted 
last week to held off making 
a decision due to what it 


called alack of information 
about the conditions attached 

Bern accepted the deal at 
the end a f May and has urged 
parliament to rush it through 
so it can go into farce by July 
1, but due to a confidentiality 
clause, most details surround¬ 
ing the deal are only set to be 
released once it takes effect. 

Officials and Swiss media 
have meanwhile speculated 
that it involves massive fines 
in proportion to the banks' al¬ 
leged wrongdoing. 

Swiss banks are believed to 
hold accounts worth billions 
a f doll ars belonging to Amer¬ 
ican citizens that are not de¬ 
clared to US tax authorities 

The controversial deal 
would enable Swiss banks to 
circumvent some elements of 
the country's cherished bank 
secrecy laws and turn over 
key information to US au¬ 
thorities. 

But without parliamentary 
approval, the banks risk 
falling afoul of Switzerland's 
banking secrecy laws if they 
hand over client information, 
and risking their American 
and global operations if they 
do not.

Hollywood legends warn of 
film industry 'implosion' 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Hol¬ 
lywood veterans Steven Spiel¬ 
berg and. George Lucas have 
sparked a debate by warning 
of an "implosion" of the tradi¬ 
tional movie industry, amid 
soaring budgets and competi¬ 
tion fr om cable TV 

Opening a new department 
of a new film school in Las 
Angeles, *E T" and "Jurassic 
Park" legend Spielberg re¬ 
vealed that he almost faded to 
g et his O scar-winning p ohti cal 
biopic "Lincoln" into theaters 
last year 

"Star Wars" icon Lucas 
warned that access for films to 
be released into theaters is 
getting smaller and smaller" 
and said cable television has 
become much more adventur¬ 
ous. 

"I think eventually the 'Lin¬ 
colns' will go away and they're 
going to be on television," 
Lucas said at the opening of a 
new interactive media build¬ 
ing at the University of South¬ 
ern California (USC)'s School 
of Cinematic Arts. 

"As mine almost was," 
Spielberg interjected at the 
Wednesday event, according 
tD the Hollywood Reporter. 
"'Tins close -- ask HBO -- this 
close." 


Lucas added ‘We're talking 
Lincoln' and 'Red Tails' (a 
2012 film winch Lucas execu¬ 
tive produced) -- we barely got 
them into theaters. You're talk¬ 
ing about Steven Spielberg 
and George Lucas can't get 
their movie into a theater" 

Spielberg said some young 
filmmakers' ideas were "too 
firing e-y for the movies," 
adding: "That's the big danger, 
and there's eventually going to 
be an implosion -- Dr a big 
meltdown. 

"There's going to be an im¬ 
plosion where three or four or 
maybe even a half-dozen 
megabudget movies are going 
to go crashing into the ground, 
and that's gDmg to change the 
paradigm," he said 

Films with budgets o f $ 2 DO 
million are increasingly com¬ 
mon, and a number have failed 
in recent years, including last 
year's "John Carter," which led 
to the departure of a top Dis¬ 
ney boss. 

Hollywood A-list er Will 
Smith's latest movie "After 
Earth," with an estimated 
budget of $130 million, 
hopped badly earlier tins 
month, making a less-than - 
stellar $27.5 million on its 
opening weekend.

Murdoch's Chinese-born 
wife gained notoriety in 2011 
when she leapt to defend her 
husband from a pie-wielding 
protester. The divorce comes 
as News Carp is being split 
into independent publishing 
and entertainment firms.

In the years after, he made a combined 423 
starts, winning twice in the Nationwide Series and once in the Camping World Truck 
Series. Without a regular Nascar ride this season, Leffler signed on to drive a sprint 
caron dirt tracks in Pennsylvania and the Northeast. He was competing In the Bridge¬ 
port Speedway's Night of Wings event when the fatal crash occurred. Leffler is sur¬ 
vived by a 5-year-old son, Charlie Dean.
